who are adding

difficulty of forming a cabinet to re­ 
place the Fehrenhach ministry. 
The centrists as well as the m ajor­ 
ity and independent socialists were 
adopting the view that they do not 
want to become responsible for cabi­ 
net members who for years to come 
would he blamed for signing the rep­ 
arations demands. 
Government officials hoped the at­ 
titude of political leaders might be 
altered 
later, and that by 
May 
IL’ 
when the ultimatum 
expires 
there 
will be sufficient change In sentiment 
to prevent signature of the terms. 
In event that the new cabinet is 
not organized by that 
date, it will 
fall upon Chancellor Fahrenbach ami 
his associates, despite their resigna­ 
tion. to act for Germany in accepting 
the ultimatum. 
They are responsible 
for all government actions until their 
successors are inducted into office.
